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The recitation in claim 1 of "immersing in any one of water 
and a salt solution" would raise the issue of indef initeness 
under 35 U.S. C. § 112 paragraph 2, since such recitation is 
improper Markush terminology. 

The amendment to claim 1 reciting that the calcium sulfate 
anhydrite is immersed in any one of water and a salt solution 
where the concentration of salt and solution is less than 
would also raise the issue of new matter. Applicant's argument, 
that support for the amendment to claim 1 can be found in the 
fourth and fifth paragraphs on page 3 of the international 
application, is not convincing, since that portion of the 
specification states that the salt solution may comprise succinic 
acid or potassium sulfate with a concentration of less than 1%. 
Such disclosure does not describe that the salt solution could be 
any salt with a concentration of less than 1%.
